Woe take tha following notice of Carlyle, 
whose death-has just been telegraphed by 
Reuter, fronr the latest edition of Cham- 
ders’s Encyclopedia :~ ce 

Carlyle, Thomas, was born 4th December 


1795, in the town of Ecclefechan, parish of 
Hoddam, Dumfriesshire, Scotland, Edu- 


|| cated firat’ at the parish school, and sfter-- 


wards at Annan, he ed to Edinburgh 
University, with a view. to. entering the 
Scottish Church, ‘in -his 16th or 16th year. 


Here ‘he’ studied irregularly, . but. with 


amazing ayidjty,. The stories which are |’ 


related of his’ immense reading are almost 
fabulous. “About the middle of his theold- 
gical curriculum, C. felt wholly disinclined 
to become a clergyman, and, after a short 
r period spent in teaching at Dysart, in Fife- 
shire, he-embraced literature ag a profession. 
His firat efforta were contributions. to 
Brewster’s Encydopedia.,. In 1824, he pub- 
lished a translation of Legendre’s Geometry, 
to which he prefixed an Essay on Propor- 
tion, mathematics having, during his college 
years, been a favourite study with him. 
1823—1824 had appeared’ in’ the London 
Magazine his Life of Schiller, and, during
